Piles  and 


THE  Hamorrhoides ,  or  Piles ,  is  a  di (or¬ 
der  to  which  both  fexes  are  fubjedt  b 
but,  it  is  more  common  in  men,  than  in 
women  ;  and,  more  familiar  in  fouthern  coun¬ 
tries,  than  in  northern. 

* 

This  diforder  is  a  fwelling,  heat,  and  fore- 
nefs  of  the  Hemorrhoidal  Veins ,  juft  within, 
and,  feme  times,  juft  without  the  fundament, 
caufing  miferabie  pain,  and  making  the  patient 
very  reftlefs,  fretful,  and  faint. 
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When  tbefe  veins  difcharge  their  contents, 
the  diforder  is  called  the  bleeding  Piles ;  and, 
when  they  do  not  bleed,  it  is  called  the  blind 
Piles  y  and,  then  they  fwell  much,  and  caufe 
violent  pain,  and  inexpreffible  torture,  at  go¬ 
ing  to  (tool ;  and  the  ftools,  even  in  the  blind 
Piles ,  are  oftentimes  ftreaked  with  blood. 

Sometimes,  thefe  veins  are  fo  much  dilated 
with  blood,  as  to  raife  ’Tubercles  as  large  as 
peafe,  grapes,  or  eggs:  fometimes  too,  they 
extend  to  a  finger’s  length,  and  appear  livid,  . 
or  black,  from  a  ftagnation  of  thick  blood ; 
and,  when  preffed  by  the  fingers,  feel  like  a 
bladder  filled  with  liquor. 

Thefe  dift ended  veflels  vary ;  for  fome  are 
foft,  giving  little,  or  no  pain  ;  others  are  hard, 
very  painful,  and  inflamed,  rendering  the  pa¬ 
tient,  unable  to  fit,  ftand,  or  walk ;  and, 
fometimes  even  bring  on  fainting  fits. 

The  blind  Piles ,  are  alfo,  fometimes,  at¬ 
tended  with  inch  intenfe  pain,  as  to  caufe  a 
fpafm  of  the  Anus,  even  to  that  degree,  as 
not  to  admit  of  the  adminiftration  of  a  clyfter. 

Sometimes  the  veins  become  fo  turged,  as 
to  burft,  and  from  blind ,  become  bleeding  Piles , 
and  fometimes  they  apoflemate,  and  produce 
troublefome  itching  Ulcers ,  efpecially,  if  they 
do  not  burfl:  in  three  or  four  days. 
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This  fpecies  of  the  difeafe,  generally  occurs 
in  men  of  a  coftive,  full  habit ;  and,  fuch 
whofe  conftitutions  naturally  incline  them  to 
the  bleeding  Piles :  and,  women  are  moll  fub- 
jedt  to  it,  from  a  difficult  labour,  a  luppref- 
fion  of  the  Courfes  y  or  a  fanguine  difpolition. 

The  bleeding  Piles ,  though  very  fore,  are 
not  lo  troublefome,  or  dangerous,  as  the  other ; 
except  the  flux,  is  very  violent,  and,  conti¬ 
nues  long;  for  then  it  induces  faintings, 
fwoonings,  lofs  of  ftrength,  confumptions, 
and  dropflcal  diforders. 

Some  few  men,  are  accuflomed  to  the  bleed¬ 
ing  Piles ,  conllantly,  once  a  month,  by  which, 
they  periodically  lofe,  as  coniiderable  a  quan¬ 
tity  of  blood,  as  women  do  by  their  Courfes ; 
and,  fometimes,  with  advantage  in  point  of 
health,  unlefs  the  flux  be  exceffive. 

Hence  the  bleeding  Piles ,  are  to  men,  what 
the  monthly  Purgations  are  to  women,  with 
this  difference,  -that  the  fedentary,  and  foili- 
citous,  are  only  fubjedt  to  them,  whereas, 
the  latter,  are  common  to  all  women  :  and, 
as  care,  and  a  fedentary  life,  are  the  buflneis 
of  the  female  fex,  perhaps,  the  fame  kind  of 
life,  is  the  occaflon  of  theie  fluxes  in  both. 

What  ftrengthens  my  opinion,  is,  that  Vi- 
ragos ,  who  uie  ftrenuous  exercife,  have  their 
Courfes ,  but  in  frnall  quantity  ;  and,  as  the 
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fame  fymptoms,  attend  the  fuppreffion,  and 
immoderate  flux  of  the  Piles  ->  and,  as  the  fame 
cure  is  required  in  thefe  faults,  as  in  the  Men - 
fes,  it  feems  probable,  they  are  univocally 
caufed. 

The  bleeding  Piles ,  therefore,  become  ne- 
cefiary  to  fome  people,  and  ought  to  be  care¬ 
fully  promoted,  when  nature  has  found  that 
vent ;  for  if  they  be  checked,  they  fall  upon 
the  kidmys,  or  bowels,  as  I  have  often  ex¬ 
perienced,  and  lately,  in  the  following  cafe. 

A  gentleman  in  the  city,  had  this  difcharge, 
regularly,  every  month,  but,  by  fome  acci¬ 
dent,  which,  1  cannot  call  to  mind,  it  forgot 
its  natural  courfe,  and  rufhed  into  the  kid¬ 
neys,  with  great  violence,  and  then  he  made 
bloody  water,  in  large  quantities,  which 
weakened  him  much. 

After  having  often  curbed  this  flux,  and 
adviled  him  to  a  method,  fir  ft,  how  to  make 
it  run  in  its  ufual  channel,  and  then  to  keep 
it  within  due  bounds ;  I  underflood,  the  me¬ 
thod,  was  reprefented  as  tedious,  and  uncer¬ 
tain,  and  a  Ihorter  way  found  out,  by  which, 
he  expired  fo  fudderfly,  in  the  night-time 
of  a  vomiting  of  blood,  that  none,  even  of 
the  family,  could  come  to  his  afliilance  ’till 
he  was  dead. 


Hence, 
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Hence,  it  appears,  that  a  moderate  flux  of 
the  Piles  may  preferve  a  perfon  from  many  dif- 
eafes ;  and  carry  off  difeafes  already  prefent : 
but  they  are  particularly  ufeful,  in  di(order§ 
of  the  head,  and  in  melancholy,  and  madnefs* 
they  often  prove  a  perfedt  cure* 

An  immoderate  flux,  as  well  as  an  intire, 
and  fudden  fuppreflion  of  it,  are  both  very 
dangerous ;  like  all  exceflive  evacuations  of 
blood,  an  exceflive  flux  of  the  Piles,  may  cc- 
cafion  many  diforders;  or  being  fuddenly  fup- 
p  re  fled,  they  may  feize  the  head,  and  bring 
on  madnefs. 

> 

A  gentleman  of  my  acquaintance,  who  for 
many  years,  had  been  fubjedt  to  the  flowing  of 
the  Piles, five, fix, or feven times  a  year,*  from  a 
fuppreflion  oi  them,  occafioned  by  the  Cold- 
Bath,  was  feized  with  an  apoplectic  fit:  after 
being  immediately  bled,  he  recovered  his  fen- 
fes,  and,  a  few  days  after,  he  was  ordered  to 
take  aloetic  medicines  which  foon  brought  the 
Piles  on  again. 

They  have  continued  to  flow,  thefe  five  years 
at  different  periods,  during  all  which  time, 

he  hath  enjoyed  a  perfedt  ftate  of  health. 

» 

Several  perfons,  at  their  being  fir  ft  troubled 
with  the  bleeding  Piles,  have  been  very  much 
frightened,  imagining,  that  indifpoiition  to  be 
the  bloody  Flux . 
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To  didinguifh,  therefore,  the  bleeding  Piles , 
from  the  bloody  Flux ,  it  will  be  proper  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  in  the  bleeding  Piles,  the  blood 
comes  away  before  the  dool  ;  and,  the  pains 
are  felt,  only  juft  about,  or  a  little  within  the 
fundament. 

Whereas, in  the  bloody  Flux ,  the  blood  com¬ 
monly  follows  the  ftool,  or  at  lead  is  mixed 
with  the  flimy,  mucous  excrements ;  and,  is 
attended  with  violent  gripes,  and  wandering, 
excruciating  pains,  in  all  parts  of  the  bowels 
by  turns. 

The  caufe  of  the  Piles,  is  mod  commonly, 
a  too  great  heat,  and,  rarefaction  of  the 
blood,  and  humours,  as  the  feverifh  difpofi- 
tion  of  the  patienr,  at  that  time,  plainly  diews^ 
fo  that  a  redundancy  of  blood,  from  a  flop- 
page  of  the  Courfes,  and,  great  colds,  often 
occafioo  this  diforder. 

Sometimes,  the  Piles  are  caufed  by  acrid 
purgatives,  more  efpecially,  thofe  that  are 
mercurial ;  by  preparations  of  Aloes  frequently 
uf  d  ;  by  drinking  fpirituous  liquors ;  by  vio¬ 
lent  commotions  of  the  body,  particularly, 
by  hard  riding  and  other  things  of  a  like  na¬ 
ture. 

* 

If  the  Piles  continue  long,  and,  the  patient 
has  a  bad  habit  of  body,  they  fometimes  pro¬ 
duce  troublefome  itching  Ulcers,  (efpecially  if 

thev 
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they  do  not  burfl  in  three,  or  four  days'!  and 
very  often  give  birth  to  vsiAbfcefs,  or  Fijlula . 


This  kind  of  Abfcefs  alfo,  may  often  arife, 
either  from  a  contulion,  a  ftroke,  a  fall,  dif¬ 
ficult  child-birth,  the  venereal  difeafe,  and 
many  other  caufes,  which  may  injure  thefe 
parts. 


This  difhrder  is  very  common  to  the  cavalry, 
in  an  army,  from  their- frequent  and  hard  rid¬ 
ing,  efpecially  in  hot  weather  as  is  well  known 
to  thofe  phyficians  who  attend  camps. 

Nor  is  it  to  be  wondered  at,  that  Abfcefjes 
of  thefe  parts,  if  negledted  either  out  of  mo- 
defty,  or  any  other  reafon ;  or  improperly 
treated,  fhould  degenerate  into  Fijiulas ,  more 
or  lefs  fevere. 


If  the  Ftflula  be  recent,  and  has  not  pene¬ 
trated  deep  ;  if  the  finuffes  are  not  many,  and 
their  (ides  are  but  (lightly  hard,  and  callous ; 
if  there  be  a  good  habit  of  body,  and  the  pa¬ 
tient  young,  or  not  paid  the  vigour  of  his  age  ; 
the  cure  is  for  the  mod  part  happily  accom- 


But,  the  longer  the  difeafe,  hath  affefled 
the  parts,  the  weaker  the  older,  and  the  worfe 
the  habit  ot  the  patient,  the  more  difficult 
is  the  cure  ;  and,  it  fometimes  happens,  that 
all  the  remedies  that  can  be  applied,  are  of 

little. 


^ittle,  or  no  life,  without  the  affiftance  of  a 
ikilful  burgeon. 

Befides  thofe  already  mentioned,  the  private 
parts  of  both  fexes,  males,  as  well  as  females* 
are  fubiedt  to  many,  and  thole  very  trouble- 
fame  diforders.. 

Various  kinds  of  tubercles,  and  TLxcreJJ'ence$% 
make  their  appearance  about  thefe  parts  ; 
feme  are  inflammatory,  others  not ;  fome 
hard*  others  foft ;  fome  open,  others  clofe ; 
fome  moiffi,  and  others  dry. 

Though  thefe  are  divided  into  various  fpe- 
cies,  according  to  their  magnitude,  and  figure; 
yet,  they  all  fie  cm.  to  agree,  in  owing  their 
original,  partly  to  a  redundance,  and  partly 
to  a  corruption  of  the  blood,  that  ftagnates 
about  thefe  parts. 

They  often  mole  if  thofe,  who  are  fubjedb 
to  the  Piles ;  nor  are  they  only  troublefome, 
but,  fometimes,  accompanied  with  acute  pains* 
fo  that  the  patient  cannot  fit  down,  without 
much  difficulty.  Sometimes,  alfo,.  they  hin¬ 
der  coition. 

In  regard  to  their  cure,  their  form,  is  of 
very  little  fignification,  for  in  that,  chance, 
and  the  fituation,  have  the  greateft  (hare. 

Where  there  is  no  venereal  taint,  all  thefe 
complaints  are  cafily  remedied ;  where  there 
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is,  Anti-  Verier  eals  claim  the  fir  ft  place,  and  no¬ 
thing  can  be  done  without  them  5  and,  the 
earlier  they  are  applied,  the  eafier  is  the  ma¬ 
lady  removed. 

But,  if  the  patient  be  free  from  venereal 
infection,  there  will  be  no  need  of  any  other 
means,  than  thc-fe  herein  after  mentioned  for 
the  cure  of  the  Piles,  to  remedy  thefe  com¬ 
plaints  alfo. 

In  order  to  cure  the  Piles,  proper  Alterative 
Medicines  mull  be  given  inwardly,  and  Juch  as 
will  deftroy  the  caufe  of  the  difeafe,  allay  the 
too  great  heat,  and  abate  the  velocity  of  the 
blood  3  whilft,  fuitable  remedies  are  outward¬ 
ly  applied  to  difcufs  the  tumour,  eafe  the  pain, 
and  heal,  and  cure  the  affeded  part. 

If  the  patient  is  feverifh,  or  the  pain,  and 
inflammation  great,  bleeding  in  the  arm  to 
the  quantity  of  eight  or  ten  ounces,  will  be 
abfolutely  necefiary,  to  divert  the  humours, 
and  abate  the  celerity,  and  rarefa&ion  of  the 
blood'. 

After  bleeding  let  the  patient  Jake,  about  the 
quantity  of  a  fmall  nutmeg  of  the  following 
Alterative  Ele diary,  three  times  every  day,  viz . 
in  the  morning  falling,  about  four  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  and  at  night  going  to  bed.  It 
is  thus  made; 
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The  Alterative  Electary. 


Take  of  the  recent  extract  of  Cafia  jour 
ounces ;  of  Jlibiated  Nitre  two  ounces ;  of 
my  fulphurated  Salt  of  Steel  fix  drams  ; 
of  Calomel,  fix  times  fubhmated,  two  fern- 
pies  ;  of  the  efntial  Oil  of  Jumper- Ber¬ 
ries  forty  drops  ;  and,  of  the  Syrup  of 
Balfam  a  Jufficient  quantity  to  make  an 
Ele diary.  Levigate  the  Calomel  upon  a 
flat  marble ,  with  Jbme  water ,  till  it  is  as 
fine  as  pofjible  it  can  be  made  ,  then  levigate 
it  again  in  a  marble  mortar ,  with  the 
fulphurated  Salt  of  Steel  next  add  the 
jlibiated  Nitre,  in  fine  powder ,  and  the 
extract  of  Caflia ;  and  lajlly ,  the  efjential 
Oil ;  and  with  the  Syrup  of  Baljam  make 
an  Eledlary ,  according  to  art . 

This  Alterative  Elediary ,  may  be  taken  in  a 
little  thin  gruel,  new  made  whey,  balm  tea, 
or  any  other  fmall  liquor  the  patient  likes  bet¬ 
ter,  drinking  a  draught  of  the  fame,  made 
luke-warm  after  each  dofe. 

At  the  fame  time  the  patient  is  taking  the 
Alterative  Eledlary,  let  the  following  Anodyne 
Balfam ,  be  ufed  two  or  three  times  a  day,  or 
oftner,  applying  it  with  a  fine  warm  linen  rag, 
or  with  your  warm  fingers,  very  gently,  to 
the  part  affedted. 
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When  the  Piles  are  inward,  endeavour,  to 
get  as  much  of  th t  Balfam  up,  as  may  be  con-* 
venient;  and,  afterwards,  apply  fome  of  the 
fame  fpread  upon  lint,  or  a  bit  of  fine  linen, 
in  the  form  of  a  plaifter,  and  a  bolder  of  foft 
linen  three  or  Four  times  double  over  it. 

This  may  be  kept  clofe  to  the  part,  by  & 
firing,  cloth,  or  other  convenient  bandage  ; 
and  it  will  quickly  give  eafe,  and  greatly  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  cure,  both  of  the  blind  and  bleed - 
rng  Piles.  The  Balfam  is  thus  made .

The  Anodyne  Balsam. 

Take  of  the  Balfam  of  Turpentine  three  ounces  % 
of  the  Ext  raid  of  Saturn fix  drams ;  of  Ca¬ 
lomel  half  an  ounce  of  my  Anodyne  E fi¬ 
fe  nee  three  drams ;  of  Bergamot  twenty 
drops.  Levigate  the  Calomel ,  as  before 
dir  died ,  to  an  impalpable  powder ,  and  then 
grind  it  in  a  mortar  with  the  Extradl  of 
Saturn ,  and  the  Yolks  of  three  Eggs;  to 
this  add  the  Balfam  of  Turpentine ,  and  the 
Anodyne  E  fie  nee  ;  and ,  lajlly ,  the  Ber¬ 
gamot;  then  mix  the  whole  well  together  $ 
and  make  a  Balfam  according  to  Art . 

If  the  Piles  are  much  fwelled,  a  poultice 
of  bread  and  milk  applied  warm,  and  renew¬ 
ed  every  night  and  morning,  will  prove  very 
ferviceable,  and  give  cafe;  as  likewife  bathing 
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the  part  twice  a  day*  for  near  an  hour  each 
time,  with  a  little  warm  milk. 

But  effectually  to  cure  the  Piles,  the  Alte¬ 
rative  Elect  ary  fhould  he  taken  conflantly  for 
fome  weeks,  when  it  will  allay  the  heat  and 
take  off  the  rarefaction  of  the  blood,  reftrain 
its  impetuofity,  cool,  and  reCtify  the  whole 
mafs,  and  obtund,  and  correCt  the  acrimony 
of  the  humours. 

The  Anodyne  Balfam  muft  alfo  be  carefully 
ufed,  according  to  the  directions  before  given, 
until  the  cure  of  the  blind  or  bleeding  Piles  is 
perfectly  accomplifhed :  they  will  quickly 
give  eafe,  and  affuredly  compleat  the  cure,  in 
a  fhort  time. 

Th e  Alterative  Ele  diary  effectually  ftrikes  at 
the  true  caufe  of  the  difeafe,  and  prevents  the 
parts  being  fupplied  with  fharp  humours  $ 
whilft,  the  Anodyne  Balfam  eafes  all  pain,  dif- 
culles  the  tumor,  cr  fwelling  of  the  blind 
Piles ;  and  heals,  and  cures,  the  bleeding  Piles , 
in  an  admirable  manner. 

The  Alterative  Eledlary  may  fometimes 
make  the  belly  a  little  loofe,  and  thereby  it 
contributes  very  much  to  the  cure  ;  for  no¬ 
thing  is  more  tormenting  to  thole  troubled 
with  the  Piles ,  than  to  be  coftive,  or  hard 
bound,  it  putting  them  to  intolerable  pain, 
and  mifery  upon  going  to  (tool. 


There- 
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Therefore,  if  the  Alterative  lieleffiary  fhould 
not  loofen  the  belly,  it  will  be  neceffary  for 
the  patient 5  once  every  three,  pr  four  days  to 
take  an  ounce  of  Glauber  s  Salt ,  and  half  an 
ounce  of  Manna,  diffolved  in  half  a  pint  of 
boiling  water,  in  a  morning  failing,  for  a  gen¬ 
tle  cooling  laxative. 

But,  if  the  Salts  and  Manna  fhould  be  dis¬ 
agreeable  to  the  patient,  any  other  gentle  lax¬ 
ative  may  betaken  in  their  head,  fuch  as  an 
Infufion  of  Senna-Leaves ,  orfome : ft ewed Prunes  t 
minding  only  to  omit  the  Alterative  EleBary , 
that  day  the  laxative  is  taken. 

During  the  cure  of  the  Piles,  the  patient 
mull  carefully  abltain  from  all  ftrong  liquors, 
fpices,  and  fait  meats  ;  which  tend  to  inflame 
the  blood,  and  increafe  the  malady  :  drinking 
freely  of  lukewarm  liquors,  fuch  as  water 
gruel,  or  barley  water,  with  currants  boiled 
in  either  of  them,  will  prove  of  very  great 
fervice. 

Thus  by  the  due  obfer vance  of  thefe  di¬ 
rections,  this  grievous  indifpofition,  which 
fome  labour  under  for  many  months  together, 
will  be  perfectly  cured  in  a  Ihort  fpace  of 
time. 

About  three  months  ago,  I  was  fent  for  to 
a  gentlewoman,  who  had  been  afflicted  with 
tue  Files,  almoll  continually  for  ionic  years; 

and 
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and  having  taken  a  great  many  medicines  to 
little,  or  no  purpofe,  (lie  told  me,  (lie  feared 
llie  fhould  never  be  cured  :  fhe  acquainted  me, 
that  fometimes  theP&f  bled  very  much;  and 
then  the  was  eafier,  than  when  they  fwelled, 
and  did  not  bleed  :  fhe  was  at  that  time  in 
great  torture  with  them;  and  defired,  I  would 
ufe  my  utmoft  endeavours,  to  free  her,  if  pof- 
fible,  from  her  illnefs* 

Being  of  a  hot  conftitutiofi,  and  fbmewhat 
feverifh,  I  ordered  her  immediately  to  be 
blooded,  and  prefcribed  my  Alterative  EleBary, 
and  Anodyne  Balfam ,  the  firft  to  be  taken,  and 
the  latter  to  be  ufed,  exadly  as  I  have  before 
direded,  for  a  week,  or  ten  days. 

At  the  end  of  a  week  fhe  was  very  well, 
and  better,  as  fhe  affirmed,  than  fhe  had  been 
at  any  time  in  nine  months  before  :  neverthe- 
lefs,  I  ordered  her  by  all  means  to  continue 
the  Alterative  EleBary ,  for  fome  time  longer 
in  order  to  confirm  the  cure. 

My  ordering  her  to  continue  the  Alterative 
EleBary  was  with  adefign  to  corred  her  blood, 
and  wholly  to  fubdue  the  acrid  principle  or 
caufe  of  that  fevere  malady,  which  had  fo 
long  afflided  her,  as  it  e fifed ually  did,  fhe 
having  been  very  well  ever  fince,  and  likely 
fo  to  continue. 


Near 
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Near  about  the  fame  time,  1  had  another 
lady  under  my  care,  who  was  alfo  forely 
troubled  with  the  Piles  :  her  biood  was  very 
acrid,  and  (he  was  then  in  great  pain,  but 
not  exceeding  feVerifh,  as  the  Piles  had  bled 
Very  much,  a  little  before  ihe  fent  for  me  : 
therefore,  I  did  not  order  her  to  be  blooded, 
(though  in  moft  perfons  bleeding  is  h  ghly 
neceffary)  but  direded  her  to  take  my  Altera - 
£ ledlary,  and  ufe  my  Antdym  Balfam ,  and  con¬ 
tinue  them  until  (he  was  cured. 

In  four  days  time  fhe  was  tolerably  well  * 
but  happening  to  be  coftive,  I  direded  her  to 
take  a  dofe  of  Salts  and  Manna ,  once  in  three, 
or  four  days;  and,  to  take  the  Alterative 
RleBary ,  as  direded  on  the  other  days,  which 
the  did,  and  was  perfedly  cured  in  a  fort¬ 
night’s  time. 

I  could  give  many  more  inftances  of  per¬ 
fons  cured  of  the  Pips  by  thefe  Remedies ,  who 
by  reafon  of  their  being  exceeding  bad,  and 
having  been  long  afflided  with  them,  ima¬ 
gined  they  fhould  never  be  cured;  but  defin¬ 
ing  brevity,  I  purpofedly  omit  them. 

.  When  this  diforder  is  once  removed,  due 
care  is  to  be  taken  to  prevent  its  return. 

This  intention  is  moft  effedually  anfwered 
by  a  regular  temperate  diet;  by  bleeding  once 
or  twice  a  year,  or  oftener  ;  and  by  gentle 

B  laxa- 
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laxatives  ;  for  thefe  evacuations  will  leflen  the 
quantity  of  blood,  and  confequently  remove 
the  caufe. 

All  ftrong  wines  and  fpirituous  liquors,  vi¬ 
olent  exercife,  exceflive  venery,  and  hard 
riding,  are  prejudicial  ;  but  nothing  is  more 
fo,  than  violent  commotions  of  the  mind,  ef- 
pecially,  anger,  and  dread  ;  for  which  reafon, 
all  incentives  to  thefe  paflions  ought  to  be 
carefully  avoided. 

But,  if  notwithflanding  this  regimen  the 
Hemorrhoidal- Veins  (liould  begin  to  fwell,  and 
other  fymptoms  of  the  return  of  this  diforder 
fhould  appear,  a  few  dofes  of  the  Alterative 
EleBary  taken  at  night  going  to  bed,  or  night 
and  morning,  according  as  there  may  be  oc~ 
cafion,  will  effe dually  and  certainly  prevent  it.
